It is no defense, the 
speaker stated, to plead that y o u 
were reliably info rmed o r that 
it was rumo red o r alleg ed o r that 
so meo ne made a mistake o r that 
y o u were into x icated when the 
libelo us article was printed. But 
the truth is alway s a defense, he 
said. So if H. B. Patto n has g iv en 
me false info rmatio n as to the 
Do cto r’s birthday , — well, I g uess 
I o ug ht to be able to o utrun the 
phy sician. 


After listening to Mr. Scho rte­ 
meier, I wo ndered ho w in the 
wo rld a newspaper fello w keeps 
o ut o f jail. 
In J apan, a dummy edito r is 
emplo y ed to g o to jail, acco rd­ 
ing to J ames R. Yo ung , I. N. S. 
co rrespo ndent in J apan. “ And, 
believ e me,” Mr. Yo ung said, 
“ o ur dummy edito r IS dumb. 
I wo uldn’t care if he had to 
spend all his time in jail.”

pressed their o pinio n o f the 
newspaper. 
Being the so n o f his father, Mr. 
Mo ntg o mery runs a Republican 
paper. He said the paper was 
praised and blamed fo r the same 
thing — because it was fair in 
g iv ing space to news o f the Dem­ 
o crats— and was criticized fo r 
being prejudiced; was co mmend­ 
ed fo r being a g o o d Republican 
paper and co ndemned fo r no t 
being mo re o ut-spo ken fo r the 
G. O. P.; so me subscribers said 
there was to o much basketball 
news, o thers wanted mo re — and 
so -o n.

Indianapo lis, Feb. 18 (ZP)—Rep. 
H. H. Ev ans o f New Castle, the 
Republican flo o r leader in the 
Indiana ho use o f representativ es, 
made a written demand o f the 
ho use to day that Clarence A. 
J ackso n, directo r o f the state 
g ro ss inco me tax div isio n, be 
punished 
by 
“ censure, 
repri­ 
mand, fine o r impeachment” fo r 
failure to submit a list o f per­ 
so ns delinquent in their g ro ss 
inco me tax . 
Ev ans demand was entered in 
the ho use jo urnal witho ut co m­ 
ment. 
The demand called attentio n 
to the fact that the ho use ado pt­ 
ed a reso lutio n early in the cur­ 
rent sessio n asking fo r the list 
o f inco me tax delinquents and 
he said the info rmatio n nev er 
had been submittedT 
Charg ing that J ackso n “ wro te 
tho usands o f letters and capital­ 
ized o n the reso lutio n to scare 
tax pay ers,” Ev ans’ demand said: 
“ I directly want to accuse 
Clarence J ackso n at this time o f 
no t o nly being a czar in the g ro ss 
inco me tax div isio n but that he 
has full autho rity to crush the 
tax pay ers and he also has play ed 
fav o rites under the law. 
“ J ackso n fix es the tax es in 
many 
instances, 
reduces 
his 
finding s to judg ments, fo rces the 
lev y fo r the sale o f pro perty and 
sits as a co urt o f last reso rt. No w 
he co mes in and defies this leg ­ 
islature fo r which he sho uld be 
punished by impeachment o r be 
sentenced to jail.” 
Ev ans 
described 
J ackso n’s 
“ co nduct” as “ the mo st flag rant 
v io latio n by the head o f an ad­ 
ministrativ e bo ard to the wishes 
and demands o f the leg islativ e 
bo dy o f the state that has ev er 
o ccurred in Indiana.” 
He asserted J ackso n had “ de­ 
feated the purpo se” o f the reso ­ 
lutio n and added “ he sho uld be 
bro ug ht befo re the bar o f jus­ 
tice in this ho use and either cen­ 
sured, reprimanded, fined o r im­ 
peached and I so demand.”

Thirteen states, 3 6 co untries, 
hundreds o f co mmercial ex hib­ 
ito rs— and a g ay way with few 
ho lds barred — bo lstered the la­ 
dy ’s ro mance, and spo nso rs esti­ 
mated that by Dec. 2 fully 20,- 
000,000 perso ns will hav e v iewed 
the g littering spectacle o f the 
ex po sitio n. 
After a final preparato ry week 
o f seeming ly desperate co nfu­ 
sio n, the West’s larg est spectacle 
in y ears — co mmo nly termed the 
wo rld’s fair—settled into a semi­ 
o rderliness which surprised ev en 
ex po sitio n o fficials. 
The spec­ 
tacle was 9 0 to 9 5 per cent co m­ 
plete fo r the premiere unv eil­ 
ing to day .

W ashington, Feb. 17 (A>>—Ag­ 
ricu ltu re dep artm ent ex p erts fig­ 
u red ou t today tha t farm ers got 
only 40 cents of ev ery dollar p aid 
across the cou nter in 19 38 for 
farm p rodu cts. 
The farm ers’ share was fiv e 
cents less than in 19 37 bu t sev en 
cents more than in 19 32. 
Statisticians said the differ­ 
ence between the cost and selling 
p rice of farm p rodu cts rep re­ 
sented the cost of m ark eting, 
p rocessing, transp orting and dis­ 
tribu ting the foodstu ffs. 
Processing tax es lev ied on cer­ 
tain farm p rodu cts by congress 
in early day s of the New Deal 
increased the m ark eting costs in 
19 34 and 19 35. Desp ite the Su ­ 
p reme Co urt decision which in­ 
v alidated the tax es, they said, 
the m argin ha s no t y et reflected 
the entire difference. The
